Washington, D. ¢C., June 7.—[Special. }— 
What is known as the Aldrich tariff bill, to 
distinguish it from-the Payne bill which 
passed the house, will be jammed through 
the senate almost without the dotting of an 
“1” or the crossing of a “t.”’ Mr. Aldrich 
has his combination of Republicans and 
Democrats well in hand, and, although he 
unfortunately loses his temper now and then, 
which is an entirely new thing for him, he 
has distributed the good things of the tariff 
80 skillfully that his position is practically 
impregnable. 


The Republican sénators admit this and‘ 


gay they have no hope of changing the fig- 
ures submitted by Mr. Aldrich in any ma- 
terial way. Any concessions they may re- 
ceive will be those he chooses to give and 
would be given anyhow. . 

The Payne bill was higher.than the exist- 
ing law in itS general average. The Aldrich 
bill is higher than the Payne bill. The con- 
ference has jurisdiction only of the things in 
dispute between the two houses, and it may 
be set down as a result of the preliminary 
skirmish over the eotton schedule that the 
tariff bill which will be adopted by the con- 
ference and put up to President Taft for his 
signature will contain, on an average, higher 
Yates than the present law. Thefe will be 
absolutely no revision downward, and the 
people might as well understand that fact 
now as later on. 


Early Decision Is Expected. 
In view of the conviction in the senate that 
Aldrich is absolutely protected against any 
serious attack the opinion now is that the 


final vote will come earlier than had been 


anticipated and that the new bill may be- 
come alaw by the FourthofJuly. The differ- 
ences between the house and senate are 
minute, and they might readily be settled in 
most cases by tossing up a penny without 
injuring the people. x fae 

No one knows what President Taft will do, 
but the general feeling at the present time 
is that if the conference agrees on a number 
of downwards changes, as in iron and steel, 
lumber, and the other big schedules, and 
frames up a tariff commission fh such a way 
as to give him the initiative in recommending 
new changes, he will be satisfied with this 
session's work asa starter and will approve 
the bill with a message explaining that fact, 
although he may make it clear that the re- 
vision is far from satisfactory to him, as 
everybody knows it must be. 

According to Mr. Aldrich’s own figures the 
new tariff bill will leave most of the neces- 
saries about where they are, so far as the 
general average is concerned. On the lux- 
uries, according to his figures, which will 
not be materially altered in the long run, he 
has raised the equivalent ad valorem tax 
from 52.07 to 55.49. According to Mr. Payne’s 
own figures, the house bill raised the tax on 
luxuries and necessities combined from 44.16 
to 45.72. 

Upward Revision or Veto. 

The figures on both the house and senate 
bill are incomplete, but the errors appearing 
later will just about balance.each other. 
The result is, so far as the general public is 
concerned. that there will be either an’ up- 
ward revision on the whole or President Taft 
will be compelled to veto the bill presented*to 


‘him by congress. 


If there is any political advantage or disad- 
vantage in this fact it may just as well be 
understood now aslateron. The house prob- 
ably will be prevented from carrying through 
ite vicious attempt to raise the duties on 
hosiery, gloves, and various other women’s 
articles. On the lowest grade of gloves Mr, 
Aldrich himself voluntarily reduced the rate 
of $1.75 per dozen in the present law to $1.25, 
which is a large decrease from the proposed 
house rate of $4 per dozen, which was unadul- 
terated robbery. 

It is not likely that Mr. Aldrich’s low rate 
on the poorest grade of gloves will stand, be- 
cause it probably was passed for trading 
purposes and will be used to compel the house 
to come down on the other grades. 


Wearing Apparel Not Reduced. 

It unfortunately is true there is no prospect 
in sight for any material reduction in the 
tariff on the things to wear, either for men, 
women, or children, with the single excep- 
tion of shoes. The party leaders, however, 
Will be able to go before the public at the 
hext congressional election and ask for the 
return to the house of representatives of the 
Republican candidates on the ground that 
they have cut down the price of rough 
dressed lumber just one-half, and that there 


_ have been reductions on a long list of articles 


Manufactured of iron and steel. 

The new lumber schedule can be depended 
upon to bring strength from the agricultural 
districts, where there has been a persistent 
demand for lower prices on lumber, bufiding 
materials, wire fencing, and ordinary herd- 
Ware.

The Lorimer organization, which had forced 
Petit on the ticket, undoubtedly wanted him 
elected and rolled up a tremendous vote for 
him, making his election possible. Yet Petit 
ran remarkably strong in wards where there 
has been no tinge of Lorimerism. 


Gibbons and Kersten High Men. 

The fact that Judge Gibbons leads all oth- 
ers and is returned to the bench with a vote 
27,357 greater than that for the fourteenth 
man in the list—Judge Baker—is not surpris- 
ing to the men who have been in intimate 
touch with the final developments of the 
judicial campaign. His election was certaip 
forty-eight hours ago. 

Judge Kerstein was the high Democrat, run- 
ning a shade behind Judge Gibbons, and in 
‘all the earlier returns easily holding first 
place. His support came from every ward 
in town and country. 

Gibbons, Kersten, Tuthiil, Scanlan—this 
quartet showed as the first four of the twen- 
ty-eight in nearly every billetin and con- 
tinued in that classification to the end. Scan- 
lan had the unqualified support of the North- 
west side Republicans, of the Republican 
organigation generally, and with perhaps the 
strongest personal following of any of the 
candidates.

A heavy vote was brought out by the contend-

to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of former Ald. Tinsman, who withdrew from 
the council] to become one of the Republican 
candidates for Circuit judge. 

The final result in the judicial election was 
not ascertained until complete returns had 
been received from all of the city precincts 
and from the country towns. The country 
towns, with their preponderating Republican 
vote, changed the tide in favor of the Re- 
publican candidates, who were close to the 
border liné, Judge Smith and Jesse A. Bald- 
win profiting particularly by the returns from 
the country districts and from Oak Pafk and 
Evanston. 

First Ward “Regular,” as Usual. 

‘“‘Hinky Dink” and “the Bathhouse’”’ 
started out early in the morning and before 
noon most of the First ward had voted. The 
vote was nearly of aldermanic proportions 
and the thoroughgoing nature of the First 
ward organization is reflected in the figures.

He sent the Democratic organ- 
ization forces to the polls and delivered a 
plurality for Brown over Brentano of ex- 
actly 1,100. Down in the list of Circuit 
judges the pencils scratched their points to 
a frazzie. Gibbons, Scanlan, and Petit were 
the chief beneficiaries of the slashing. 
Walker, Honoré, Baker, Windes, and Clif- 
ford were kept at nearly a parity with <er- 
sten on the Democratic ticket. 

The Nineteenth ward was all shot to pieces 
from a strictly political viewpoint. The Re- 
publican workers under Chris Mamer and the 
Democratic machine controlled by Ald. John- 
nie Powers worked together and recorded 
the votes for Gibbons, Kersten, Tuthill, Petit, 
and Scanlan. Burke made a strong showing 
in the Nineteenth. 

Judge Tuthill’s friends and neighbors 
turned out in his aid in the Twentieth and 
sent him out of the ward with 3,316 votes 
2,300 more than the low man in the race.

North Side Votes in Force. 


The north side wards threw political lines 
over into Lake Michigan and voted accord- 
ing to their personal preferences. The terri- 
tory was fairly alive with candidates on one 
ticket or the other, with the result that @e 
terrific vote was cast, Much larger than had 
been anticipated by the political organization 
leaders. 

Mayor Busse was especially interested in 
watching the interests of his neighbors in the 
Twenty-first.

Judge Kersten lives in the Twenty-third 
ward, and the figures show he ran 600 ahead 
of his nearest competitor.

PLAINTIFF IN BIG LIBEL SUIT 
TELLS HOW HE SLEW WARDEN 


Man Who Brings Action Against Col- 
lier’s Weekly Said He Fired in Self- 
Defense. 


New York, June 7.—[Special. ]—The killing 
of Guy M. Bradley, the Florida game war- 
den who was active in preventing the whole- 
sale slaughter of birds of Plumage in the 
rookeries along the Florida coast, was de- 
scribed graphically today by his slayer, Capt. 
Walter M. Smith, before Justice Gerard and 
a jury in the Supreme court, when he took 
the stand in the trial of his sult against Col- 
lier’s Weekly for $50,000 damages for alleged 
libel. 

Warden Bradley was shot néar Cape Sable, 
the southernmost point of the mainland of 
the Florida peninsula, July 8, 1905. Capt. 
Smith took his family to Key West imme- 
diately after the shooting and gave himself 
up to the sheriff, alleging the warden shot 
first and that he fired in self-defense. Capt. 
Smith was in jail until Dec. 22 of that year, 
and the grand jury finally released him when 
no evidence could be found to contradict. 

On April 21, Collier's Weekly pub- 
lished an article captioned “Bird Protec- 
tion’s First Martyr—A True Story,” which 
purported to recite the details of Warden 
Bradley's death and practically charged he 
had been murdered by a man who had made 
threats against him. 

Capt. Smith told this story during the day: 

“That morning I and my sons, Tom and 
Dan, and a man named Philip. B. Endrige, 
went out turtling; that is, we were after tur- 
ties with nets. When we were about one 
and one-half miles from the shore my two 
boys got into a small boat to kill some birds. 
I saw a Bail coming out from the mainland 
and fired my gun as a signal to the tioys to 
come aboard.

Not only the school book publishers but the 
retailers and the school teachers, particularly 
the superintendents of schools, both city and 
country, will be represented at the hearing 
in protest against the act. 
Claim Conditions Obviate Profit. 
It is charged against the measure that the 
conditions under which it would permit the 
sale of text books are so onerous as to make 
it almost impossible for publishers to get 
any profit out of the sale of the books, and 
that these conditions are created not so much 
by the maximum prices fixed in the bill, but 
by the other provisions governing the sale, 
such as the requirement of bond and of com- 
petitive bidding in each school district. 
Publishers object to the provision requiring 
them to redeem the books which their books 
supplant, if they be successful in obtaining 
e contract, at half price. They assert that 
this requirement, taken together with the 
reduced prices of books, would make it neces- 
gary for them to place their books in a city 
or a school district at a loss the first year. 


Too Much Bidding, They Say. 
They argue that they might have been 
able to meet the reduced prices if a state 
text book commission had been created and 
if bidding were for the entire state, but thet 
it is impossible to meet the reduced prices 
and then bid for contracts in every school 
district. 
Retailers assert that the act will bar them 
from the schoo! book business entirely, there 
being no allowance for the retailer’s profit. 
School superintendents are opposed to the 
act on the gronud that it will result in a 
deterioration of the texts used in the schools, 
and say that the saving which could be made 
in the purchase of texts would not warrant 
the decrease in quality. 
Bills Signed by Governor. 
The governor since Saturday has signed a 
number of bills and turned thém over to the 
secretary of state. Among them were: 
SENATE 305—Burton—Provides that on request 
of tuo judges in any circuit outside of Cook county, 
or of a majority of the circuit or superior judges 
in Cook county, to the Supreme court fn session or 
to any judge thereof in vacation, stating that the 
number of cases on the docket of any such circuit 
or of Cook county is so large as to require assist- 
ance, the Supreme court or any judge thereof in va- 
cation may assign any judge of the Circuit court of 
the state or of the Superior court of Cook county 
to hold court in any circuit, provided that no 
judge shall be required to hold court outside of his 
‘vireult or of Cook county. when the county requires 
his services, and provided that no judge shall be 
allowed by reason sof any such assignment to hold 


any year from the Ist of June in one year to the ist 
of June in another. 

SENATE 24—Hamilton—Amends sections 74, 75,

Earlier the rates on cotton 
gloves were increased, the committee was 
upheld in allowing 1 cent a yard for mer- 
cerization, and the duty on cotton window 
hollands was increased. 

All three sessions today and.tonight were 
marked with bitter word encounters between 
the conservatives and progressives. Aldrich 
and Beveridge were the leaders, and they 
engaged in debates almost the entire day. 


Dolliver Asks Tapestry Cut. 
Mr. Dolliver of Iowa was the first speaker 
at the night session. He argued against a 
duty of 50 per cent ad valorem on cotton 
tapestry and Jacquard figured goods, as af- 
fording too much protection to American 
manufacturers. 

Mr. Smoot offered several samples o¢ tap- 

estry.and figured upholstery goods to show 
that their value was a great deal higher 
than the tapestry which Mr. Dolliver ex- 
hibited. The latter said his was the poor 
man's tapestry, which was valued at from 80 
cents to one dollar. 
Mr. Aldrich said it would be impossible 
to provide a separate clause for each class 
of goods of the same character, but offered 
anh amendment making the rate of 40 per cent 
ad valorem on tapestry made of cotton valued 
at one dollar or less per yard, and 50 per 
cent ad valorem on goods valued at more 
than a dollar. These rates were adopted. 


Dolliver Suspects a Subterfuge. 
Speaking on the hosiery schedule, Mr. 
Dolliver said he wanted to know how earnest 
and enthusiastic was the effort in the senate 
to restore the Dingley rates on stockings.

First Vote Sustains Committee. . 


The finance committee was sustained in the 
first vote of the day by a count of 41 to 26, 
Senator Foster and Senator Mcionery, as 
usual, voting with the majority and nine 
Republicans—Beveridge, Bristow, Brown, 
Burkett, Cummins, Dolliver, Gamble, La Fol- 
lette, and Nelson—voting with the Demo- 
crats. This vote was taken on amendment 
to levy a duty of 3 cents a equare yard and 
20 per cent ad valorem on cotton window 
hollands. 

The increase was opposed by Senator Dol- 
liver, who declared that practically all of 
the cotton window hollands used in this 
country are of domestic manufacture, con- 
gress itself being one of the few customers 
of the foreign article as shown. by the shades 
hanging about the senate, Mr. Aldrich re- 
sponded that up to 1800 the duty was as now 
recommended by the committee, but said 
that under a decision then rendered these 
articles were placed under another rate of 
duty. 

A remark by Senator Beveridge that he 
was “inclined to support the finance com- 
mittee "’ called forth a sarcastic reference 
by Mr. Aldrich, who suggested that the In- 
diana eenator had not been so inclined when 
the time had arrived to vote, and added that 
“as time progresses he may be abie to vote 
with the committee.” 

Insisting that senators should vote accord- 
ing to their consciences the indiana senator 
said he greatly regretted that Mr. Aldrich 
had seen fit to make such a remark. 


Tariff Witnesses Are Attacked. 


The credibility of Importers as witnesses In 
respect to the tariff duties formed the chief 
subject of discussion when Senator Dolliver 
opposed the specific duty of 1 cent a square 
yard for mercerization. Senator Aldrich 
asked the senator from Iowa to give the occu- 
pations of the men whose lettere he read, 
and both the Iowan and Mr. Beveridge de- 
clared that witnesses would not be impeached 
on such ground as that. 

Gradually getting away from the schedules, 
the senators discussed the protective tariff 
system. 

Mr. Beveridge defended his position on the 
tariff as one that was upheld by the Re- 
publican platform and by Republican stand- 
ard bearers. He disavowed any idea that 
the duty is added to the price in the presence 
of competition, but suggested that monopoly 
might change that aspect of the question. 
Interrupting Mr. Beveridge to call at- 
tention to his frequent reference to “ extor- 
tionate rates,”’ Mr. Aldrich said he supposed 
the senator meant ‘“ prohibitive” rates. 
Continuing, he admitted that certain specific 
rates imposed on cotton clothes were pro- 
hibitive, and he said that this was true ona 
number of articles of American manwfac- 
ture; that the rates are in excess of those de- 
manded for protective purposes. The effect, 
he said, has been to keep out the surplus 
manufac ure of foreign countries, and no 
harm had come to the American people, for 
the goods sold in the United States for less 
than the duty upon them. 


Clash Over Opposition Leader. 


Mr. Aldrich admitted that the rate on bacon 
is prohibitive. He indicated that he had ac- 
cepted a lower rate in order to put an end 
to debate and make progress with sched- 
ules. Seizing upon this admission, Mr. Bev- 
eridge suggested that if Mr. Aldrich would 
adopt the same tactics in regard to the en- 
tire bill he would get a vote. 

“I have been greatly puzzled to know to 
whom I should apply for a date for a vote 
on the bill,” quickly retorted Mr. Aldrich. 
“T have wondered who was the real leader 
of the opposition——"" At this point he was 
interrupted by Mr. Beveridge, who protested 
against such persona] references and de- 
clared that instead of explanations senators 
who sought information had been met with 
sneers and rebuke. Mr. Aldrich ignored 
this comment, 

Mr. Aldrich declared that there were a 
few privates on the other side with a large 
number of brigadiers leading the “ hetero- 
geneous mass’ who opposed the majority In 
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He wanted to know if the higher rates of

Mr. Aldrich asserted that the Republican 
majority could not be deflected from its views 
by any such cembination. 

Beveridge Claims Gallinger Aid. 

Mr. Beveridg®@ denied the suggestion that 
the defeat of the Republican party at the 
hands of a combination had come from him 
and he asserted also that no senator, except 
Mr. Aldrich would dare to say that “ ours” 
ig a new doctrine. He referred to the fact 
that even Senator Gallinger, a high protec- 
tionist, had agreed with him as to the posi- 
tion the Republicam party had taken in the 
Chicago platform on the tariff questicg. 

Mr. Gallinger said that go far as tht Chi- 
cago platform Is concerned, he agreed to the 
interpretation put upon it by Mr. Beveridge, 
“but that he did not agree with. him that a 
rate which is above what is demanded for 
protective purposes, but which ddes net in- 
jure the American péople is extortionate.’ ~ 

Deferiding his own actions in relation to 
tariff? revision, Mr. Dolliver said he was not 
without compiny in high offi¢ial circles and 
read a portion of Secretary. MacVeagh’s 
speech, deliveréd last Saturdaygnight. Sen- 
ator Smith interrupted to say that the secre- 
tary of the treasury entert&ined the same 
views now that he did in 1894, when he was 
classed as a Democrat, 

“I cannot forget,” said Mr. Smith. “that 
while Benjamin Harrison was upholding the 
banner of protection the present secretary of 
the treasury left his party and joined the 
party of Mr. Cleveland for a downward re~ 
vision of the tariff. 


MacVeagh Lauded by Dolliver. 


“When the senator shows that the secre- 
tary of the treasury is not a proper political 
associate for the president of the United 
States,"’ interposed Mr. Dolliver, “I will 
admit that I am not a fit associate for the 
Republican party as represented in this 
chamber.”’ 

Paying a high compliment to the character 
of the secretary of the treasury, Mr. Smith 
proceeded to make an extended spéech in 
support of the policy of protection. 

* But,” he said, ** I would no more be bound 
by the advice and counseé! of the secretary of 
the treasury than I would by the advice and 
counsel] of the secretary of war, Mr. Dickin- 
son, a Democrat, if he were to give it upon 
thig bilL’’ : . 

During a defense of his position as a tariff 
revisionist, Senator*Cummins said that if 
there was complete freedom of domestic 
trade as formerly existeg he would not care 
so much about the height to which the tariff 
wall might be raised.

DEFINES LEGAL TERM ‘WHISKY.’ 


While Opinion of Solicitor General Is 
Not Final, It Is Regarded a Victory 
for Makers of “Blends.” 


Washington, D. C., June 7.—Lioyd W. Bow- 
ere. solicitor general of the United States, 
today submitted to President Taft his opin- 
ion as to what the term “ whisky " means 
in law. : 

In effect Solicitor General Bowers holds, 
after discussing at great length what the 
term “whisky meant at the time of the 
passage of the pure food law, that the public 
does not consider that added coloring or 
flavoring matter can make whisky out of 
what otherwise is not whisky. Whisky is 
regarded generally and naturally as having 
a flavor and properties of its own. 

This mixture of whisky with alcohol or 
neutral! spirits is entitled to the name whisky, 
Mr. Bowers holds, provided the mixture re- 
tains a substantial amount of by-products 
in proportion to the volume of the mixture, 
giving distinct favor and properties.

SLAYER IS ASSASSINATED 
AS HE GOES TQ COURTROOM. 


Man Who Eilled St. Louis Constable Is 
Shot by Victim’s Deputy—Co- 
; defendant Asks to Be Locked Up. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 7.—Fred Mohrile, who 
killed Constable Sam Young in North 8t. 
Louis severalsweeks ago, was assassinated 
in the corrider of the Criminal Court bulld- 
ing today by William Kane, a former deputy 
under Young. Kane used Young's revolver. 
The shooting occurred as Mohrle was being 
taken to court to stand trial for the death 
of Young, and is the culmination of a bitter 
political feud. :

New York, June 7.—[{Special.]—Mayor Mc- 
Clellan concluded this afternoon his investi- 
gation of charges brought by Justice William

ham in the. Duffy case. Through Assistant 
Corporation Counsel William B. Crowell, who 
acts as the mayor’s legal adviser, he an- 
nounced he would give a decision regarding 
Judge Gaynor’s charges by next Thursday. 

Several affidavits prepared by young Duf- 
fy’s friends remain to be submitted to the 
mayor and probably the police department 
and Gen. Bingham will call the mayor's at- 
tention to evidence they have gathered to the 
effect that Duffy has associated with crooks. 


Boy in Case Gives Testimony. 

George B. Duffy, the young man who went 
to Justice Gaynor for assistance in getting 
his picture out of the rogues’ gallery, where 
it was placed after he was arrested in June, 
1907, appeared before the mayor with his 
father and mother, the Rev. Father J. J. 
McAteer, pastor of the Church of Our Lady 
of Mercy in Schermerhorn street; George 
Slaughter, president of the Stevens Milk 
company, where Duffy is employed; A. Els- 
ner, a foreman of the company, the Rey. 
Father Flynn, an instructor at St. Paul's 
parochial school, and several other persons, 
who testified as to the young man’s good 
character. 

Mirabeeaa L. Towns, the Brooklyn lawyer 
who represented Justice Gaynor and young 
Duffy, also accompanied the young’man and 
his parents to the city hall. 


Denies He Kept Bad Company. 

The first witness was young Duffy himself. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Crowell] ex- 
amined him. 

Mr. Crowell asked Duffy if he is acquainted 
with Alfred Collier, who was convicted of 
the robbery with which Duffy's name was 
coupled in the police department records. 
Duffy said that he did not know Collier or 
anybody by that name who has ever been in 
trouble. He denied flatly that he has ever 
been associated with bad company. Duffy 
testified that after the first time he was ar- 
rested the police seerned “ to have'it in’”’ for 
him, and on one occasion, when he had just 
-come from church services with a young 
woman, a policeman stepped up to him and 
said: 

“You are Red Leary. Come along with 
me, now, ‘to headquarters.” 

Says He Refused Carnegie Medal. 

The mayor wanted to know if Duffy was 
the young man who had saved a man’s life 
at Coney island. Duffy said he had saved 
two men from drowning and he had been 
offered a Carnegie medal, but had refused it. 
One of the men rescued, he said, was Jerome 
Horowitz, who weighed 200 pounds. Duffy 
told the mayor that he swam 300 yards to get 
the man to shore. 

George Slaughter, president of the milk 
company, told the mayor that Duffy has 
worked for him since ‘April 15 and that he 
has been honest, industrious, and efficient 
Foreman Elsner of the company said he had 
found nothing wrong with Duffy: that he 
worked hard and kept his accounts straight. 

The Rev. Father Flynn testified he is sat- 
isfied Duffy is honest and steady. Andrew 
Sherman, principal of public school No. 16, 
said he never had known Duffy to be guilty 
-of anything more than mischievous acts and 
that he is truthful.

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| GIRL’S DEATH ENDS AN OUTING 


Visitor to New York Crushed in 
Elevator in ‘*‘Flatiron.”’ 


FRIENDS UNABLE TO AID. 


Sudden Reversal of Car Catches Her 
Against the Wall. 


New York, June 7.—[Special.]—Miss Lina 
Schoonmaker, 18 years old, of Kingston, N. 
Y., who was seeing New York for the first 
time, was killed today in the Flatiron build- 
ing when her body was crushed in an eleva- 
tor, breaking her neck and fracturing several 
of her ribs. 

Miss Schoonmeker was one of a dozen 
Kingston schoolgirls who had been brought 
to New York by the Rev. Charles Mercer 
Hall and his wife on a trip in which shopping 
and sightseeing were to be combined. Mrs. 
Hall, who is a daughter of ex-Judge Alton 
B. Parker, with five girls who were in the 
party, was in the carat the time. She took 
care of Miss Schoonmaker, who died a few 
seconds after she had been hurt. The dead 
girl was the daughter of a farmer of Sauger- 
ties, N. Y., and was a protégé of the Halls, 
with whom she had lived for sometime while 
attending the Kingston school for girls. 


Members of Church Society. 

The twelve girls were members of the Girls’ 
Friendly society, an organization connected 
with the Holy Cross Protestant Episcopal 
church, of which Mr. Hall is the rector. Mr. 
Hall had taken some of the girls to Battery 
park. They did not learn of the accident 
unt, two hours after it had happened. 

Five of the girls went with Mrs. Hall toa 
shoe store on the eighth floor of the building 
and later started down. They got on the ele- 
vator and it, according to Mrs. Hall, started 
down fast. At the fifth floor the car cameto 
a sudden stop, and after bobbing up and 
down a few seconds the elevator man re- 
versed his lever and started back tothe sixth 
floor to get a passenger who had signaled 
him to stop. 


Body Crushed Against Wall. 

Miss Schoonmaker was next to the gate 
of the car. The suddenness with which the 
car stopped apparently frightened her, and 
it is belleved she fainted and fell forward, 
her body being crushed against the wall of 
the elevator shaft, fracturing her ribs, while 
her neck was broken when her head struck 
a projection at the sixth floor. 

When the car stopped at the sixth floor 
the girl, who then was breathing her last, 
fell backward and was caught by Mrs. Hall. 
A doctor in the building was called, but 
when he reached the elevator Miss Schoon- 
maker was dead. 

Coroner Harburger after an investigation 
held Stephen Young, the elevator man, in 
$5,000 bail to await the inquest.

own. 
The jinrikisha concessionaires at the expo- 

sition have been trying to portray Japanese 
, conditions on the fair grounds, but Mr. Ta- 
| naka, the imperial Japanese consul, refused 
} permission to Japanese coolies to draw the 
| jinrikishas, claiming that any display of 
| Japanese cheap labor would serve to light 
| anew the fire of anti-oriental agitation. And 
: go the carta have been handled by an Amer- 
iean crew. 

War of Diplomats Is Averted. 
Over the jinrikisha shed had been raised 
| American and Japanese flags. Technically a 
| Japanese display made on American ground 
| should yield first place to the American flag, 
so the United States emblem was placed 
above the Japanese flag. 

This aroused the ire of officers on the Japa- 
nese fleet still in the harbor here, and formal 
representations were made to R, W. Boyce, 
secretary of the exposition's president, that 
unless he ordered the removal of the flags 
the incident would be made the basis of diplo- 
matic representations. 

Rather than involve the two countries in a 
war of correspondence the flags were ordered 
down. 

Censure of American Recalled. 

A curious incident that affects this situ- 
ation is that W. H. Doolittle, twice a con- 
gressman from Washington, was defeated 
for reélectfon twelve years ago and one of 
the strong arguments urged against him was 
that he showed fhe Japanese government a 
similar courtesy while in Tokio. 

He raised a Japanese flag above the Amer- 
ican, ase the international rules prescribe, 
and wae censured at home. 

The Chicago Association of Commerce del- 
egation left here at 11 o'clock tonight. A 
visit will be paid to Everett and Bellingham 
tomorrow and one of the features of the 
morning’s run by rail will be a trip to a real 
salmon trap.

VICTIM OF FAILURE ENDS LIFE; 
ACT SEQUEL TO ENNIS CRASH. 


A. M. Holden of Detroit, Despondent 
Over Business Troubles, Shoots Him- 
selx and Dies Almost Instantly.

Detroit, Mich., June 7.—[Special.]—De- 
spondent over business troubles, Adams Mil- 
ton Holden, 52 years of age, shot himself 
through the head early this morning and died 
almost instantly. 

Following the suicide, the firm of Fred 8. 
Osborne & Co., of which Mr. Holden was a 
member, announced a temporary suspension. 
The local concern was heavily hit by the 
failure of Ennis & Stoppani, New York 
brokers, some time ago. 

The worry incident to this faflure is sup- 
posed to have preyed on Mr. Holden's mind. 
The burial will be in Mount Greenwood cem- 
etery, Cook county, Il. 


Member of Failed Firm Explains. 
New York. June 7.—Thomas A. Ennis of the 
failed brokerage firm of Ennis & Stoppani 
explained the trading methods of his firm to 
United States Commissioner Alexander 
today at a hearing before the commissioner 
in the bankruptcy proceedings against the 
firm. 

The firm speculated for its own benefit 
through three private accounts, Ennis testi- 
fied. He said purhcases for customers were 
made on the consolidated exchange for the 
customers’ account and then sold on the 
firm’s private account and repurchased on 
the New York stock exchange. The witness 
explained this as a sort of balancing up 
process, but stated that he wished to be ex- 
cused from connecting any New York stock 
exchange firm with his firm. 

Charles F. Stoppani, the other member of 
the firm, was also present today, Dut did not 
testify, the hearing. being adjourned to Fri- 
day as Mr. Ennis stated that he had been 
summoned before the directors of the Chi-

Collection of Bill Declared Responsible 
for Murder of Man at Van Buren, 
Ind.—Victim Kicked Over Heart. 


Marion, Ind., June 7.—[Special. ]—John Mec- 
Dougie, aged 40, a merchant at Van Buren, 
was beaten to death this afternoon, and three 
prothers—Francis, Alva, and Lester Miller — 
who had been drinking, are held in the Marion 
jail as responsible for the murder.

Murdock, the commandant, she conserted 
to say a few words to the mén. 

“TI have one or two things to say in behalf 
of the committee which has this restaurant 
in charge,” she began. ‘“‘ When the na 
department, upon the recommendation oi 
Admiral Goodrich, agreed to-alter this build- 
ing so it might be used as a restaurant it 
disclaimed all responsibility in running the 
enterprise. The committée agreed to attend 
to that end of it.’’ 


Venture Example to Nation. 

Miss Morgan went on to explain that the 
restaurant business proposition, if not suc- 
cessful, would have to shut down. “ What 
is needed,’’ she continued, ‘‘ is codperation. 
Individual responsibility rests upon every 
one of us and we must shoulder it in the 
spirit of brotherhood. We must make this 
lunchroom such a success that the govern- 
ment will realize it is the right thing to open 
similar lunchrooms everywhere it employs a 
jarge force of men. When this is accom- 
plished other improvements will follow until 
the country we all love becomes a model 
employer.” 

Miss Morgan paused a moment and then 
she sald with a faint smile, ** Some of us 
believe, too, that we don’t have to have 
suffrage in order to prove that we love our 
country. Many of us women do not need 
suffrage to make us loyal and obedient citi- 
zens; many of us are content to labor quietly 
for the good of our fellows, to do the right 
as the right to be just has been accorded us 
all. If this restaurant fails, it will have to 
be shut down. But it won't fail. It is need- 
ed. Let each of us bring a measure of re- 
sponsibility.” 


John Mitchell Also Speaks. 

John Mitchell, vice president of the Civic 
federation, devoted the major part of his ad- 
dress to an elaboration of the points Miss 
Morgan had made. 

Capt. J. B. Murdock, the commandant of 
the navy yard, and Rear Admiral C. F. Good- 
rich, retired, testified to the appreciation of 
the government for the gift. 

Two thousand workingmen and.their fami- 
lies and a sprinkling of other guests attended 
the ceremony.

NOTED KENTUCKY FEUDIST 
IS WOUNDED FROM AMBUSH. 


Dispute Over the Management of a 
Church Said to Have Led to Shoot- 
ing of Edward Callahan. 


Jackson, Ky., June 7.—Ex-Sheriff Edward 
Callahan, famous throughout this section of 
the state for the part he played tn the numer- 
ous feuds that have disrupted Breathitt coun- 
ty for years, wis shot from ambush eariy 
today, and, it is believed, fatally wounded 
at his home in Crockettsville, sixteen miles 
from Jackson. 

It is reported that the immediate cause of 
the shooting of ex-Sheriff Edward Callahan 
was a dispute over the management of a 
church he built and of which he is deacon at 
Crockettsville. 

Later developments regarding the shooting 
are that at least two assassins and probably 
more were engaged in the conspiracy to wipe 
out the Callahan family. At the same time 
the elder Callahan was being fired upon 
another party or a number of them attacked 
his son, Wilson Callahan, who had gone to 
a barn about daylight. 

He was returning to the residence when a 
bullet fired by the unseen enemy plowed 
its way through his hair and carried his hat 
twenty feet away. Stooping behind a paling 
fence he made a successful! run for the house, 
while palings behind and in front of him were 
splintered by bullets. 

The assassins were shooting from ambush 
in the woods 200 yardsaway. Young  valla- 
han was unable to go to his father. The wife 
of the former sheriff went to her wounded 
husband's assistance. 

Bloodhounds have been sent to the scene of 
the shooting. Excitement is intense.

DENY REPORT OF LANDING 


All the Other Craft in Two Big 
Races Have Come Back to 
the Earth Again. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 7.—If the balloon 
Indiang; has. not disqualified by touching 
earth, it has broken the American endurance 
record, which has stood for a year at forty- 
four hours. 

Starting in the national distance race of the 

Aero Clab’ of America from this city Satur- 
‘day, two reports have been received from 
the Indiana. 
. The first one wag that it had touched earth 
in Tennessee and had taken on water and 
proceeded toward the south. dif this be true, 
‘the balloon is disqualified under the rules of 
the International Aeronautic federation. 


Condition by ‘Which It Can Win. 

A second dispatch received here signed by 
the pilot, Carl Fisher, and the aid, G. L. Bum- 
. baugh, stated that they dropped hear enough 
to earth to let down a line and draw up a 
bucket of water, thereafter rising for further 
travel. Under the latter condition the In- 
diana has not disqualified, and has broken 
the ‘endurance record. 

It is not probable, according to available 
information, that the Indiana has broken the 
distance record of 852 miles. It was traveling 
due south, and would come to the gulf coast 
almost 100 miles short of the record estab- 
lished by the German balloon Pommern in the 
international race last year for the James 
Gordon Bennett trophy, starting from St. 
Louis and landing at Asbury Park, N. J. 


What the Other Balloons Did. 

The last of the six balloons entered In the 
national distance race from which a definite 
landing report has been received is the St.

Police Chief Replies to Comment of Pas- 
tor as to Disreputable Women by Ac- 
cusing Youths. 


New Haven, Conn., June 17.—[{Special, }— 
Chief Henry D. Cowles of the New Haven 
police department tonight replied to the 
charge of the Rev. Dr. Isaiah W. Sneath, 
pastor of Grand Avenue Congregational 
church, that over 2,000 disreputable women 
are living in New Haven.

MEMBERS OF CHURCH DIFFER 
AS TO PASTOR’S RESIGNATION. 


Many of Dr. Johonnot’s Friends Wish 
Him to Retain Unity Pulpit, but Oth- 
ers Want a Change. 


The rebuke given the members of Unity 
church of Oak Park Sunday morning by 
the pastor, the Rev. R. F. Johonnot, caused 
much comment in the village yesterday. 
The clergyman’s resignation was followed 
by an address, in which he complained that 
little encouragement had been given him 
during the seventeen years of his pastorate. 

Mrs. T. J. Skillin of 243 Maple avenue said: 
“ Dr. Johonnot has given us the\ best years 
of his life; he built up the church froma little 
mission. He has had to humor everybody 
for seventeen years, and I suppose he is 
tired of it, but we are not going to let him 
go for all that. He needs encouragement, 
and I am sure, if we can get him to stay, he 
will feel satisfied that we are all loyal to him, 
although so many appear to have lost in- 
terest.” 

Miss Marion Bryant of 234 Maple avenue 
said: - 

‘*We have no personal grievance against 
Dr. Johonnot, but the church certainly needs 
a change.” 

Mrs. Charles S. Woodard, 421 Home ave- 
nue, said: ‘‘I have been a member of Unity 
church fifteen years. Although Dr. Johon- 
not is much beloved by his people I cannot 
say I think it is best for him to stay,” 

‘*Dr. Johonnot was right in rebuking the 
church members Sunday,” said Mrs. Louis E. 
Yager, chairman of the music committee. 
“There are only about 125 members in the 
church and the majority who belong do not 
attend the services.’’ 

Mrs. C. E. Roberts, 321 North Euclid ave- 
nue, declared Dr. Johonnot was justified in 
his attitude and said she relished the rebuke. 
Yet she added: 

‘‘The people think it advisable to accept 
his resignation, although there is perfect 
harmony in the church.”’

SAYS HE IS UNDESIRABLE. 


University Theologian Declares 
He Is Loyal Member of the 
Denomination. 


At the meeting of the Chicago Baptist 
ministers’ conference, to be held next Mon- 
day, George Burman Foster will be requested 
formally to withdraw from the Baptist min- 
istry, from the Baptist church, and from the 
University of Chicago, in which he is pro- 
fessor of the history of religion. 

This action was decided on yesterday at a 
meeting of the conference, held in Steinway 
hall, after the Rev. Johnston Myers had 
said: 

“T desire to offer a resolution demanding 
the resignation of Prof. Foster from the 
Baptist denomination, the Baptist minis- 
ters’ conference, and the University of Chi- 
cago, and that he shall give up hfs papers 
of ordination In our church. 

“Prof. Foster has ceased to be a Baptist 
long ago, and if we eliow him to continue in 
this work of defamation we will simply be 
giving him our indorsément unless we pro- 
test. 

‘He has given the Baptist ministers a 
slap in the face that cannot be overlooked. 
He should be taught good English, good 
rhetoric, and good Christianity.’’ 

The resolution was ‘‘seconded’’ by a 
score of voices, but under the rules was laid 
over one week. 


Say He Still Is a Baptist. 

‘*T am afraid the ministers have forgotten 
what constitutes a Baptist,’’ Prof. Foster 
said at his home in the evening. ‘I think 
I am a typical, loyal, old fashioned Baptist. 
If Iam not at home in a Baptist church, and 
if they choose to turn me out, I shall stay 
out in the wide, wide world. If I am nota 
Baptist, then I am nothing. 

‘Certainly, I preach in a Unitarian 
church. I would preach in a Roman Catholic 
church if they would let me. I fight along 
the same lines, be it in one church or another. 
As for my not preaching as a Baptist, what 
was my sermon on Sunday in Mande! hall at 
the Wniversity of Chicago?’ 

The opinion of the conference is the result 
of the recent publication of a book by Prof. 
Foster, in which the bible is criticised. The 
book was criticised before the conference by 
the Rev. W. A. Matthews. The hall was 
packed with members of the conference, 
their friends, and a goodly number of friends 
of Prof. Foster. 


Prof. Foster’s Book Assailed. 

‘“‘T have known Prof. Foster as a teacher, 
having been a member of his first class at 
the university, and regard him highly as a. 
man and citizen,"’ said Dr. Matthews. 

“TI regard him, however, as an undesirable 
Baptist for his utterances in his book and 
recent statements, and believe it for our 
interest and the interest of Christianity and 
the Baptist church that he withdraw from 
among us.”’ 

He then reviewed Prof. Foster’s book, 
reading from almost all of its seven chap- 
ters, crtiicising each chapter. 

‘‘ Prof. Foster,” he said, “‘ allows his doubts 
too much freedom and his logic is not con- 
clusive, leading him into trouble that could 
be avoided. He says scholars know what 
Christ really did only through writers of the 
bible. I would ask Prof. Foster, ‘How do 
you know this?’ a 

‘‘ He has denied printed statements of his 
whfch I now say were true. The papers 
copied the exact words from Foster’s book. 
We should not deny newspaper articles un- 
til we are certain they are wrong. 

‘Chapter 6 of the book is a tirade affecting 
the clergy, and chapter 7, the last chapter, 
is false entirely. The book ig a review of 
Judaism and a careful attempt to evolve a 
new religion from raw and old material.” 


HAWLEY GETS PACIFIC OUTLET. 


Practically Finishes Plans for Coast 
to..Coast Route by Arrangement 
with Orient Line. 


New York, June 7.—[Special.]—Edwin 
Hawley, who long has been working on 
the development of a transcontinental line, 
has gained his outlet to the Pacific coast 
through the Kansas City, Mexico and Orient 
line. To complete his route from coast to 
coast, it now remains only for the Hawley 
interests to connect Cincinnati with Chi- 
cago. This has already been announced to 
be effected by making a trunk line of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, probably through the 
purchase of the Chicago, Cincinnati and 
Louisville road.

HEAD BUMPS SHOW IOYALTY? 


Phrenologist Examines Craniums of 
Striking Cab Drivers. 


An attempt to settle the differences exist- 
ing between the Chicago Railways company 
and the union employés will be made this 
week when officials of the labor organiza- 
tion will hold another conference with Presi- 
dent Roach. It is asserted, however, that 
the street railway management will refuse 
to grant the demands of the union. 

Although the si ion may develop into a 
serious strike and tieup of Chicago's street 
car service, persons familiar with the pre- 
vailing conditions yesterday declared the 
union will not vote to “walk out” even 
should President Roach and the railway 
directors finally deny the men any increase 
in wages. The union is asking an increase 
of 3 cents ean hour. 


Roach Refused Demands. 

The labor organization presented its de- 
mands some time ago and after some consid- 
eration President Roach said he could not 
grant the increased scale. The union, how- 
ever, is said to be willing to compromise, and 
this matter will probably be taken up at the 
conference, 

The street railway men will elect delegates 
next week for the convention of street rail- 
way employ és, which is to be held in Toronto 
in October. 

Following the “‘ slugging *’ of Richard Stan- 
ley, a driver for Nathan Foote, the Livery- 
men’s association during the day announced 
they would prosecute three of the alleged 
union cab drivers who are said to have par- 
ticipated in the assault. Stanley was dragged 
from the carriage and badly beaten as he 
was leaving Forest park. 


Bumps on Head Show Loyalty. 

A phrenologist is the newest feature of 
the cab drivers’ strike. Prof. I. Mazanni in 
the afternoon lectured to several hundred 
idle drivers at the union headquarters and 
examined several heads to discover whether 
the men were loyal to their union. Several 
of the men exhibited unusual bumps, but 
these were said to be the result of fistic en- 
counters. 

President Fitzpatrick of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor attempted to bring about a 
conference between the striking egg testers 
and the employers, but was unsuccessful. 
Officials of the Egg Testers’ union claimed 
a number of the employing firms already 
had signed the agreement and that: others 
are expected to follow. 


LAUDS EMMANUEL MOVEMENT; 
ATTACKS CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


Bishop Fallows Compares Two Methods 
of Healing in an Address Before 
Methodist Ministers. 


Bishop Samuel Fallows of St. Paul’s Re- 
formed Episcopal church in an address be- 
fore the weekly meeting of Methodist minis- 
ters yesterday told of the cures he hase 
effected since establishing the Emmanuel 
movement branch in his church. One of the 
ministers asked him what was the difference 
between Christian Science and the Emmanuel 
movement. 

“There is a fundamental! distinction be- 
tween the two,” he said. “ Christian Science 
does not recognize the reality of the body, 
the matter, or of the pain. It is a hodge podge 
of foolish philosophy. 

“Mrs. Eddy in her book on ‘ Science and 
Health’ said she went to a woman who was 
in the last stages of cancer and that she 
placed her hand on the woman's throat and 
that she became healed at once.’’ 

Then raising his right hand high tn the air 
the bishop exclaimed: 

By a lie. It's a lie from beginning to 
end.”’ 

Returning to the discussion of the Em- 
manuel movement, the bshop said: 

‘** The time is coming when you will gradu- 
ate no more young ministers until they are 
thoroughly taught the principles of psycho- 
therapy, and no physician will be graduated 
unless he makes a study of the soul and ap- 
plied psychology.”’

He is said to have worked out a 
gecheme by which “sleepers” or left over 
wrunks, after being shipped to this country 
gre slipped past the customs men. For each 
“sleeper trunk the fee to the smuggling 
gombine was $500. 
Practically all of the important smuggling 
of this kind has been done on steamers of 
the American line and the Red Star line, both 
of which are subsidiaries of the International 
Mercantile Marine. 
, Special treasury agents of the government 
in Paris have been on the trail of the man 
guspected ever since the seizure, ten weeks 
ago, of five trunks containing $52,000 worth 
‘of Paris gowns, which are now being sold 
gt an auction in the custom house. 


Special Agents “Asleep at Switch.” 
These special agents who get large pay and 
fiberal allowances for their expenses, have 
been made to understand by their supertors 
in Washington that, unless they uncovered 
| the Paris end of the smuggling combination 
they would lose their jobs. 
Some cablegrams sent to them, it is under- 
gtood, have not been complimentary to their 
ability and have pointed out a large number 
of tourists, particularly travelers of large 
means, who seemed to know all about the 
emuggiers’ efforts to get valuables into this 
country duty free, while the special agents 
_femained in complete ignorance of the in- 
formation they were generously paid to dis- 
cover. 
On March 24 last Robert Schwartz, head 
baggage master of the Red Star and Ameri- 
‘can line piers, was arrested by- men of Sur- 
yeyor Clarkson’s staff, charged with helping 
smuggie in a trunk containing $5,000 worth 
of Paris finery. 
Although released on bail after his arrest 
Schwartz never has been far out of the 
sight of secret service men and they have 
been working diligently to get him to tell all 
they suspect he knows concerning the foreign 
end of the smuggling combination. 
Collector Loeb has not yet been able to 
learn the identity of the men or women be- 
hind the lawyer who offered to pay $280,000 
in full settlement of all claims of the gov- 
ernment, growing out of the seizure of the 
five trunks.

J} RETURN TO PEKING 


Back to Chinese Capital After 


Exhaustive Research in 
Many Provinces. 


Professors Chamberlain and Bur- 
ton Study Conditions of 
Flowery Kingdom. 


Profs. T. C. Chamberlin, E. D. Chamberlin, 
and E. D. Burton of the University of Chicago 
have returned to Peking, China, according to 
dispatche#sreceived yesterday, after extensive 
investigations of the material resources and 
intellectual conditions of China. 

Prof. Burton, who is a member of the fac- 
ulty of the divinity school, in the last year 
has traveled over 15,000 miles through four- 
teen of the Chinese provinces, and has made 
the first comprehensive examination of state 
education in China and the capacities of the 
people for further education. 

The attitude of the people and their ofi- 
cials toward foreign aid in this field has been 
the subject of his particular attention. Prof. 
Burton, who is a former president of the 
National Geographical society, the author 
of numerous books, and head of the depart- 
ment of geology at the university, made an 
investigation of the mineral resources of the 
empire his especial care. He confirms the 
previous estimates of the natural resources 
of China previously made by Richthofen and 
Willis. 


FILIPINOS WHO SLEW JONES |

Three Natives Convicted of Death of 
Chicago Anthropologist Evade Cap- 
tors and Get to Woods. 


MANILA, June 7.—The three natives con-

Several years he spent in the United States 
before turning up In London; where he de- 
scribed himself as the nephew of Baron de 
Hoffman, who at that time held the post of 
minister of finance of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire. It was on account of a belief—enter- 
tained even by the then prince of Wales—in 
this altogether mythical relationship that he 
was made an honorary member of some of 
the best London clubs, where the liberality 
and sang froid with which he lost large sums 
at cards soon won for him a host of friends 
of the highest rank, friends who not only in- 
vited him to their town houses and country 
seats but who even went so far as to furnish 
him with letters of introduction and warm 
recommendation to British diplomatic rep- 
resentatives abroad. He turned these to good 
use. They enabled him to start a new and 
profitable career on the continent. 

At Madrid the late King Alfonso found so 
much pleasure and entertainment in Hoft- 
man’s company that he conferred upon him 
the chevalier’s cross of the Order of Isabel 
the Catholic. At Rome he secured the cross 
of the Order of the Crown, while at Brussels 
he became acquainted with Crown Prince 
Rudolph, who was visiting at the Belgian 
capital at that time in cennection with his 
pending marriage to Princess Stephanie. 
Foreseeing the advantages of an intimacy 
with the Austrian heir apparent, Hoffman 
announced his intention of presenting the 
archduke with a magnificent steam yacht as 
a wedding present, The plans of the vessel] 
were duly submitted to the crown prince and 
approved by him and the yacht was being 
built at Trieste—nay, was almost completed 
for Hoffman was already in correspondence 
with the archduke’s chamberlain respecting 
the date on which Princess Stephanie was to 
christen it—wRen suddenly the intended 
donor was arrested at the Hotel Zum Golda- 
enen Lamm, In the Leopoldstadt, at Vienna 
on charges of forgery and fraud of the most

ALUMNI MOVE TO GET VOICE 
IN CONTROL OF UNIVERSITY. 
Propaganda Begun for Creation of Ad- 


visory Board Consisting of Graduates 
of State School at Urbana. 


Chicago alumni of the University of Ili- 
nois, headed by Attorney Rudolph E. Schrei- 
ber, have.started an aggressive propaganda 
for the creation of an alumni advisory board 
to assist in the control of the university. A 
pamphiet descriptive of the plan has been 
sent to every alumnus. 

The pamphlet points out the advantagesto 
be expected from the creation of such a 
board, the evils to be remedied by it, and the 
success which similar boards have achieved 
at other institutions. Referring to the resig- 
nation of Prof. S. T. Kemp and the fight be- 
tween Trustee Mrs. Carrie T. Alexander and 
the board of trustees of the school, the pam- 
phiet says: 
“Tf an inspecting and advisory board had 
made independent investigations from time 
to time of the conditions at the university 
and had reported its findings to the alumni 
body some disquieting incidents of the past 
would not have achieved dimensions and the 
alumni would not have been perplexed by the 
situation of a president appealing to the 
alumni, requesting their coéjperation to se- 
cure needed funds, and a trustee appearing 
before the legislature denying that such 
funds were needed. 
‘When funds are needed the alumni are 
warmly remembered, and through persona! 
letters are urged to use well directed pressure 
to obtain appropriations. Perhaps in time a 
similar alacrity will be manifested to obtaln 
suggestions for the improvement of the ad- 
ministration and policy of the university.”

He says that while a large percentage of 
failures is found in colleges among fraternity 
men. one-half of the total failures in 
scholarship are found among the students at 
Ann Arbor who are obliged to earn their ex- 
penses during the college year. 

The dean says that while he believes the 
recent criticism of fraternities Is well de- 
served, yet he believes that all college men 
should make more of the many new sugges- 
tions for betterment of conditions. R. Allan 
Stephens of Danville, Ill, has written him @ 
letter outlining a plan for fraternity regu- 
lation through the means of a conference,
